Alarmed at the large list of tubercu- 
losis victims waiting entrance into the 
Municipal Tuberculosis sanitarium, the 
finance committee of the city council 
yesterday unanimously voted the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee to draft 
a resolution calling upon the trustees 
of the institution to take steps at once 
to provide additional beds and facili- 
ties. 

At present, according to several 
members of the committee, the insti- 
tution has a waiting list of between 
1,500 and 1,800, many of which are 
severe cases in which death may result 
before a place is found for them. 


Unable to Care for All. 
‘The situation at the sanitarium is 


die before another patient can be ac- 
commodated,” Ald. Dennis A. Horan 
[2ist] said. “I have on the average 
one request a week for entrance to 
the institution. 

“These requests come from victims 
who cannot afford private treatment 
and are open cases. In each instance 
I have written the superintendent, 
only to be informed that the patient 
will be put on the waiting list. 

“There is one case that I know of 
where the father is an open case of 
tuberculosis. Under the rules of the 
health department,.a nine year old son 
must be kept out of the house because 
of the, disease. I have tried to get 
this father in the sanitarium, but he

Hummel Leaves $1,000,000 
to Sisters and Nephew

LONDON, Feb. 2.—The Daily Ex- 
press states this morning that Abe 
Hummel, once one of New York’s most 
prominent lawyers, who died in Lon- 
don last month, has left all his for- 
tune of $1,000,000 to his sisters, Miss’

for life. The will provides that the 
estate will revert to his nephew, Mr. 


Had Grieved Long 
Over Son’s Death. 


After repeatedly telling his physician 
that “life isn’t worth while,” anda “I'd 
be better off dead,” William Madison 
Wood, millionaire and former president 
of the American Woolen company, 
committed suicide here today. His res- 
idence was in Andover, Mass. 
Tricking his toctor into remaining at 
his hotel, Mr. Wood, with his valet and 
chauffeur went for a morning ride. 
When they reached a lonely spot near 
Flagler Beach, eight miles distant, Mr. 
Wood left his car for a stroll along a 
by-path to the beach. 
Within a few minutes a pistol shot 
was heard. The valet and chauffeur 
ran after Mr. Wood, and found him 
dying from a bullet wound in the 
mouth. 
Grieved by Son’s Death. 
Mr. Wood had been in poor health 
for several years, and had been de- 
spondent ever since his son, William 
Wood Jr., was killed in an automobile 
accident in 1922. 
In March, 1925, he went to Europe to 
rest and attempt to regain his health. 
During his absence his management of 
the American Woolen Mills was criti- 
'cised, and his retirement from the 
| presidency soon followed. His son, 
| Cornelius, also withdrew as vice presi- 
dent. 
Close friends asserted that in addi- 
tion to grief over the death of his 


dover, Mass., section were not being 
carried out. to the extent he had 
visioned. . 


Work Partly Abandoned. 

The work at Shawsheen was begun 
six years ago under Mr. Wood's per- 
sonal direction, but has been partly 
abandoned sinec his resignation. As 
the head of the company for almost 
the entire period when it was grow- 
ing into the largest textile manu- 
facturing company in the world, with 


capital of $90,000,000 and assets of 
$150,000,000,'Mr. Wood felt he owed 
his thousands of employés an ideal 
working and living environment, with 
model houses, athletic flelds, commu- 
nity schemes, and recreation centers. 
Some of his associates dim pproved of 
the expenditure of millions in this 
venture. 

Mr. Wood suffered a alight stroke 
some weeks ago, and with his wife 
and physician, Dr. Arthur G. Griffen 
of Andover, came to FYorida. Mr. 
Wood dif not seem to improve in 
either health or spirits, but Dr. Grif- 
fen never took seriously his frequent 
remarks that he would be better off 
dead. Dr. Griffen, however, made a 
habit of staying closely with him and 
every morning—until today—accom- 
panied him on a ride or walk. 


Leaves Doctor at Hotel. 

This morning Mr. Wood intimated 
thatéhis wife would accompany him and 
it was not necessary for Dr. Griffen to 
go along. Mr. Wood then drove off 
with his valet and chauffeur. A ride of 
seven or eight miles brought them to 
a road above Flagler beach. Here Mr. 
Wood left the car and the tragedy fol- 
lowed. 

Mr. Wood is rated at several times 
over a millionaire, and was still a 
heavy stockholder in the American 
Woolen company. His body will be 
taken to Shawsheen for burial. 

Mr. Wood was 68. He rose to his 
high position in the woolen trade from 
the shops and offiggs of the textile 
mills of New England.

As the flames spread through the 
building it became evident they would 
reach the Drexel hotel on the west 
end.

Altogether it was es- 
‘timated that 200 persons were forced 
to the street, 

Guests in the Drexel Arms hotel, 
acrosa the street, were aroused by 
the noise of the fire apparatus and 
joined the throng that soon gathered 
to watch the firemen at work.

For over a year now a certain friend 
of mine has been gaining weight stead- 
ily.

“Farmers all over the country are 
pushing ahead to a better standard of 
living, and the equipment which is 
apparently most popular is that which 
seems to fit in best with this higher 
standard of living. 


Seek Lower Production Costs. 


“It is evident that farmers are look- 
ing for equipment which will enable 
them to do more tn shorter time with 
less work, all to the end that produc 
tion costs on the farm may decrease.” 

Reporta from more than twenty 
manufacturers dwell on the increas 
ing volume of orders and business. G. 
C. Weyland, president of the J. L. Case 
Plow works, Racine, Wis., says: 

“ Reports from the fleld indicate that 
consumers are placing orders and ac- 
cepting early deliveries, supplying a 
fundamentally sound trade condition. 
Dealers, therefore, are much more lib- 
eral in their forward orders. Our or- 
ders for November and December, for 
instance, were more than 200 per cent 
in excess of orders for the same period 
in 1924. While a continuance of this 
ratio is not expected or desired, it 
does reflect, in our opinion, what is in 
store for the industry, at least for the 
first half of 1926.” 

Foreign demand, too, shows a great 
increase. Large numbers of tractors 
are being shipped abroad, partially ac- 
counting for the gain in export totals
